Jiiw, 
when our population rivals that of an 
Engliab city, wbta wt ban pro. peel of 
natal ataxia a* and national nilitia ; when 
abound and the embryo Pulia- 
put its leading iltiugj, it behoves 
the ci Line m of what la eren ouw " no 
mean city," to ahow themaelvei anxious 
to exhibit themselrrs not altogether de- 
serving of tbe charge made against them 
byaome t (hattheyai echildrcn of aiamraan . 
We do nut say. the Auetraleaun Botanic 
and Homeultural Society a ill of Itself 
Kconipliih thit end. But If rightly sup- 
ported It wilt help to accomplish, ft, Aad 
let us see what tbey aim aL Finnly, 
I key inland to follow the example nf the 
old Sorittt, and hart three exhibitions in 
tbe year of " (tuners, fruits, vegetables, 
win**, aad article* of commerce of colo- 
nial production," Secondly, they pro. 
pose prilei in medals or money and cer- 
tificates. Thirdly, they intend to exhibit 
monthly, rare ud curious plants, lo be 
rewarded by certiScateioJ merit or pejus , 
aad at theae monthly tnec tings, there will 
be diecuwion of paper* on Botany ud 
Horticulture. 

Surely this must be ptoductive of 
good lo the mind as well a* to the eye. 
It will iin-|;!Ci!iuiiallv kiiidlc or fan ihf 
aim* ot emulation , aad, oaktr tha beil pot- 
sibU esscoutairrtBent' tw tha diligent and 
intelligent cultivator. Then, again, we 
observe BO improvement Oft the old sys- 
tem, in the place of Dueling.

commori kind, of the beautiful scenery of 
tht Botanical Gardeo*, than which no spot 
in the British dominion* bu more claim 
to praise or belter drtrtni admi ration.
